About this tim e last y ear we 
carried in this column a re­ 
m inder to the Ham lin b ask et­ 
ball fans that they m ust learn 
to control their em otions for

sake of our youth. 
It 
seem s that it is tim e again to 
repeat this warning. 
Of all of the spectator sports, 
basketball is probably the h ard ­ 
est on the sportm anship of the 
fans. Nut only are the people 
jam m ed into a relatively small 
space, but the very n a tu re of 
the game, with its m any fouls 
and close calls, seems to bring 
out the w orst in pe**ple. 
The best ho}*1 I can see for 
the gam e is to take it out of 
the hands of the fans and of­ 
ficials and give it back to the 
kids. This does not m ean to 
just let the kids ru n wild but 
get it back to where the kids 
play basketball instead of shoot 
free throws. The few er tim es 
an official is required lo call a 
foul the few er times the fans 
will be likely to become upset. 
But since the gam e m ust be 
played under the present rules 
the only thing that can be done 
is 
fur the fan* to 
exercise 
more judgm ent. 
Both schools in each contest 
have an opportunity to approve 
the officials to la? used rn the 
gam e and when they have liven 
okayed 
by the schools 
they 
m ust tx* accepted by the fans 
regardless of the outcome. 
No am ount of ugliness 
on j 
the |*irt of tans, either during I 
or alter a game, would change 
the outcom e of the final score. 
And even if it would—the risk 
involved to the future status 
of the kills m ake it w here it 
would not l>e w orth it. 
We have had two schools in 
this area suffer the penalties 
that 
can be unposed by the 
Interscholastic 
League 
anil 
the damage* that w ere done to 
the 
m any line young people 
that were innocently involved 
in the incidents w ere terrible. 
Many of them today are hold­ 
ing down poor paving jobs be­ 
cause they w ere denied the op­ 
portunity 
of earning 
athletic 
scholarships that they had the 
talents for. 
It just takes one m istake on 
the part of an over anxious fan 
to 
get 
a 
school in 
serious 
trouble and it would require a 
lifetime to overcome the re­ 
gret. 
Under the present i ulos and 
regulations th e only thing that 
this w riter can recom m end is 
for the school to do the hest 
Job it can in selecting the offi* 
rials and for the fans that can 
not control their em otions to 
stay home.
